On Saturday, the 12th inst. the members 
of assembly from Dutches county presen~ 
ted a protest against the division of the 
county, wiich was read in the house, and 
entered on the minutes, by unanimous 
consent. 

On Monday, a motion was made for ex- 
punging this protest from the minutes, the 
consideration of which was postponed un- 
until Tuesday. 


On Tuesday, the subject was called op 
by Mr. Miller, of New-York, who offered 
aresolution for expunging the protest as 
improper and unprecedented. He after- 
wards modified his resolution so as to read 
that the entering of the protest on the mis 


nutes was unprecedented and improper. 


Considerable debate ensued, in which the 
impropriety of entering the protest on the 
minutes was generally admitted; but Mr. 
Williams, Mr. Van Vechten, nad others, 
contended, that the resolution was also ims 
proper. They were willing to pass a reso- 
lution declaring the entry improper, and 
that it should not be deemed a precedent 
for future proceedings. ‘They thought it 
dangerous to expunge or mutilate any part 
of the journals. They thought the minutes 
ought to give a true history of their pro- 
ceedings, &e. 

The speaker said the only proper motion 
en the subject was, whether the house 
would agree to correct thetr minntes by ex- 
punging the said protest. The question 
being put inthis way, there were 69 in fa- 
vor, and 21 against it. 

Mr. bi‘Neil asked, whether the minutes 
could be corrected unlcis by unanimous 
consent. 

The Speaker decided that they could not, 
and declared the motion for correcting 
lost. 

An appeal was made from the decision of 
the speaker. motion for agreeing 
with the speaker in his decision was lost, 57 


to 29.——The speaker therefore declared the 
motion carricd.

The electric fluid left the miast, a iittie be- 
low the deck—one branch melted the edge 
ofa brass candicstick, abd pcriorated the 
opposite rim, leaving a hole avout the size 
of a large bullet—it then folfowed a nail 
through a partition, and took to adoor lock, 
the brass knob ot which it melhted—another 
branch was attracted by an iron hook in the 
ceijing, from whence it passed up through 
the deck. A plated castor hungtng on this 
hook was considerably melted.—ihe aft 
cabin windows were burst out by the vio- 
lence of the shock, and the glass entirely 
shivered to pieces.

Late Foreign News, 


Received at New-York, by the ship Frances, in 
30 days from Greencck. 


Loxpow, January 31. 
It is now the opinion of the best informed men 


in thecity, that the Embargo laid upon the Amer- 
ican shipping throughout the ports of the United 
States, is a measure altogether a la Bonaparte. 

We shrewdly suspect that the first object of A- 
merica is to get home as much of her shipping as 
possible before she takes a decisive part. She will 
then speak in a bolder tone, and, if our informa- 
tio= be true, that the system now acting upon, was 
recommended by the French Government, and ta- 
ken out by the Revenge, her voice will, no doubr,; 
be raised against England. 

February 4. 

The fleet of transports, with 5000 troops on 
board, now at Portsmouth, under orders for North 
America, will be accompanied by five line of bartle 
ships. The military force will be increased by a 
regiment of light¢ragoons, and three Companies 
of Artillery; the whole under the command of 
General Prevost. The Officer who commands the 
naval part has not been mentioned. It is supposed 
to be destined for some Secret Enterprize m the 
first instance. Col. Hougton of the 8th is appoint- 
ed a Brigadier General on the occaston, 

A letter has been received at Falmouth, which 
states that dispatches, supposed to be of great con- 
sequence, were found on Friday last, in possession 
of a passenger (a Frenckman) on board an Ameri- 
can schooner lying in that harbor, lately sent in by 
the Mars privateer, bound from Bordeaux to New- 
York. The Dispatches are from the French Minis- 
try to Martinque and Guadaloupe, and were discov- 
ered is the hold of the ship, in a large trunk, just 
inthe main hatchway, through the information of 
one of the crew. 

February 8. 

It was slightly stated a few days since, ihat dis- 
patches of importance, from the French Govern. 
ment tothe Commanding officers of the Islands of 
Guadaloupe and Martinique were found in posses- 
sion of a Frenchman who was passenger in an A- 
merican vessel, lately detaived and brought into 
Falmouth. It appears from a letter from that port, 
received this morning, that the name of the Ameri- 
can ship is the Hope, Captain Jones, from Beur- 
deaux to New-York. The dispatches were sent to 
London for the inspection of his Majesty’s Minis- 
ters, and on Thursday night a Messenger arrived at 
Falmouth, from the Secrerary of Siate’s Office, who 
took Monsieur into custody, and with his papers 
went off early next morning for London, where we 
understand he hasarrived. This is the third A- 
merican vessel which has been sent in within a 
short space of time, on hoard of which Frenck 
Government dispatches were found. So much for 
American Neutrality !

“ We have received His Majesty's com. 
manhcs to essure you, that in Caiilhy you to- 
gether at this lmportant conjuncture ot af. 
fulrs he entertains the mest periect convict- 

lon, that he shail tind in you the same de- 
termination with which His Majesty himselg 
Is alimated, to uphold the honour of his 
Crown, and the just rights and interests of 
his People. 
ce We are commanded by his Majesiy to 
inferm you, that no sooner had the result of 
the Negociations at ‘1 ilsit, confirmed the 
influence and control of France over the 
Powers of the Continent, than his Ma- 
Jesty wes apprized of the intentions of the 
enemy tocombine those Powers in one gen- 
eval. confederacy, to be directed either to 
the entire subjugation of this kingdom, or 
the Imposing upon His Majesty an insecure 
and igndminious peace. 

“ That for this purpose, it was determin. 
ed to force into hostiiity against his Majes- 
Ay; States which had hitherto been allowed 

\ by, France to maintain or fo purchase their 
neiitrality ; and to bring to bear against dif- 
ferem points of his majesty’s dominions, 
the whole of the naval force of Europe, and 
specifically the fieets of Portugal and Den- 
mark. 

“ To place those fleets out of the power 
of sucha confederacy, became therefore 
the indispensable duty of his Majesty. 

“In the execution of this duty, so far as 
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related tothe Danish fleet, His Majesty 
has commanded us to assure you, that it was 
with the deepest reluctance that his Majesty 
found himself compelled, aiter his earnest 
endeavours to open a negociation with the 
Danish government had failed, to authorise 
his commanderseto resort to the extremity 
cf force, but that he has the greatest satis- 
faction in congratulating you upon the suc- 
cessful execution of this painful, but neces- 
sary service. : 

» Weare further commanded to acquaint 
you, that the course which his Majesty had 
to pursue with respect to Portugal, was hep- 
pily of anature more congenial to his majes- 
ty’s feelings. The timely and unresei ved 
communication by the court of Lisbon oi 
the demands and designs of France, while 
it confirmed to his majesty, the authenticity 
of the advices which he had received from 
other quarters, entitled that court to his 
majesty’s confidence in the sincerity of the 
assurances by which that communication 
Was accompanied. é, 

“ The fleet of Portugal was destined by 
France to be employed as an instrument of 
venreance against Great-Britain. That 
flect has been secured from the grasp of 
France, & is now employed in conveying (9 
its American dominons the hopes and for- 





tunes of the Portuguese Monarch. His 
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majesty implores the protection of Divine 
Providence upon that enterprize, rejoicing 
in.the preservation of a power so long the 
friend and ally of Great Britain ; and mm the 
prospect of its establishinent in the new 
world with augmented strength and 
splendour. 


* We have it in command from his ma- 
jesty to intorm you, that the dete: minaiion of 
the enemy to excile hostuities between his 
majesty and isis late allies, the Emperors of 
Russia and Austria, and the King of Prus- 
sia, has been but too successiul; and that 
the Ministers from those powers have de- 
manded and received their passports, 

“ [his measure, on the part of Russia, 
has been attempted to be justihed by a 
statement of wrongs and grievances which 
have no real foundation. Lhe Lmperor 
of Russia had indeed proffered his media- 
tion betwe¢n his majesty and srance. His 
majesty did not reiuse that mediation, but 
he 1s confident you will feel the propriety of 
its not having been accepted until his mages- 
ty should have been enabled to ascertain 
that Russia was in a condition to mediate 
impartially, and until the principles of the ba- 
sis on which France was ready ww negoeiate 
were made known to his majesty. 

* No pretence of justification as been al- 
ledged for the hostile conduct of the Empe- 
ror ol ‘Austria, or for that of his Prassian 
majesty. His majesty has not givet the 
slightest ground of complaint to either of 
those Sovereigns, nor even at the monrent 
when they have respectively withdfdwa 
their ministers, have they assigned w his 
majesty any distinct cause for that procee- 
ding. 

** His majesty has directed that copies of 
the correspondence between his majesty’s 
ambassador and the mipister for Foreign Af- 
fairs of his imperial majesty the emperor 
of Russie, during the negociations at Til- 
sit, and the official nete of the Russian min- 
ister at this court, containing the offer of 
hisimpertal majesty’s mediation between 
his majesty and France, together with the 
answer returned to that note by his majes- 
ty’s command ; and also copies of the of- 
ficial notes, presented by the Austrian min- 
ister at this court, and of the answers which 
his majesty commanded to be returned to 
them, should be Jaid before you. 

“it is with concern that his majesty 
commands us toinform you, that notwith- 
standing his earnest wishes to terminate the 
war in which he was engaged with the Otto- 
man Porte, bis majesty’s endeavours unhap- 
pily for the Turkish empire, have been de- 
feated by the machinations of France, not 
less the enemy of the Porte than of Great 
Britain. 

* But the influence of France has been 
thus unfortunately successful in preventing 
tac termination of existing hostilities, and 
sn exciting new war against this country, 
his majesty commands us to inform you 
that the king of Sweden has resisted every 
attempt to induce him to abandoh his alli- 
ance with Great Britain ; and that his ma- 
jesty entertains no doubt that you will feel 
with him the sacredness of the duty which 
the firmness and fidelity (@ the king of 
“sweden impose upon his Majesty ; and 
that you will concur in enabling his majcs- 

















ty todischarge it in a manner worthy of 
this country. 

“ It remains for us, according to his ma- 
jesty’s command, to state to you that the 
Treaty of Commerce and Amity between 
his majesty and the United States of Amer- 
ica, which was concluded and signed by 
commissioners duly authorized for that 
purpose, on the 3ist. of December, 
1806, has not taken effect, in consequence 
of the refusal of the president of the Unit- 
ed States to raiify that instrument. 

“ For an unauthoiized act.ot force com- 
mitted against an American ship of war, 
his majesty did not hesitate to offer imme- 
diate and spontancous reparation. But an 
attempt has been made by the American 
fovernment to connect with the question 
which has arisen out of this act, preten- 
tions inconsistent with the maritime rights 
of Great-Britain: such pretensions his 
majesty is determined never toadmit. His 
majesty, nevertheless, hopes that the A- 
merican government will be actuated by 
the same desire to preserve the relations 
of peace and friendship between the two 
countries which has ever influenced his 
majesty’s conduct, and that any difliculties 
in the discussions now pending, may be ef- 
fectualy removed. 

“ His majesty has commanded me to 
state te you, that in consequence of the 
decree by which France declared the whole 
of his majesty’s dominions tg be in a state 
of blockade, and subjected to seizure and 
confiscation, the produce and mannfactures 
cf his kingdom, his majesty resorted in 
the first instante, to a measure of mitigat- 
ed retaliation, and that this measure having 
proved ineffectual for its object, his majes- 
ty has since found it necessary to adopt 
others of greater vigour, which, he com- 
mands us to state to you, will require the 
aid of parliament to give them complete 
afid effectual operation. 

‘“* His majesty has directed copies cf the 
orders which he has issued with the advice 
of his privy council upon this subject to be 
laid before you, and he commands us to re- 
commend them to your early attention.” 


“ Gentlemen of the Hons? of Commons, 

‘* His majesty has directed the estimates 
for the ensuing vear to be laid before you, 
in the fullest confidence that your loyalty 
and public spirit will induce you to make 
such prevision for the public service as the 
urgency of affairs may require. 

“ His majesty has great satisfaction in 
informing you, thats notwithstanding the 
diliculties which the enemy has endeavor- 
ed to impose upon the commerce of his 
subjects, and upon their intercourse with 
other nations, the resources of the country 
have continued the last year to be so abun- 
dant, as to have produced; both from the 
permanent™and temporary revenue, a re- 
ceipt considerably larger than that of the 
preceding year. 

“ The satisfaction which his majesty 
feels asgured you will derive, in common 
with his majesty, from this proof of the 
solidity of these resources, cannot but be 
greatly increased, if, as his majesty con- 
fidently hopes, it shall be found possible to 
raise the necessary supnlies for the present 
year without any material addition to the 
public burdens.” 7 
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“ My Lords and Genilemn, 


“ We are especially commanded to say 
to you, in the name of his majesty, that, 
if ever there was a just and national war, it 
is that which his majesty is now compell- 
ed toprosecute. This war is in its princi- 
ple purely defensive. His majesty looks 
but to the attainment of a secure and hon- 
orable peace ; but such a peace can only 
be negociated upon a footing of perfect.c- 
quality. 

“ The eyes of Europe and of the world 
are fixed upon the British parliament. 

“if as his majesty confident#y -trusts, 
you @isplay in this crisis of the fate of the 
country the characteristic spirit of the 
British ration, and face ‘unappalled the un- 
natural combination which is gathered a- 
round us, his majesty bids us to assure you 
of his firm persuasion, that, under the 
blessing of divine providence, the struggle 
wiil prove successful and glorious to Great- 
Britain. ; 

“We are lastly commanded to assure 
you, that in thisawful and momentous con- 
test, you may rely on the firmness of his 
majesty, who has no cause but that of his 
people, and that his majesty reciprocaily 
refies on the wisdom, the constancy, and 
the affectionate support of his parliament.”
